Five Destroyers Still Are

New York, December 28.— While 
five destroyers combed the area near 
Sable Island, N. S., where the missing 
American plane Dawn is believed to 
have appealed for aid on Sunday night, 
hope for safety of Mrs. Frances Wil- 
son Grayson and her three compan- 
ions flickered unsteadily tonight. 

Fresh reports of the Dawn, too 
definite te be ignored but tow vague to 
be of any certain value, kept the 
searchers on the alert, but Lieuten- 
ant Cammander Charlee E. RKosen- 
dahl, in command of the navy diri- 
gible Los Angeles covered 24,000 
square miles of ocean in a futile 
search for the fliers. held virtually 
no hope that the amphibian plane was 
afloat. 

He considered that the tliers, who 
left Roosevelt field, New -Yor', last 
Friday for Harbor Grace, N. F., had 
but one chance in a thousand of re- 
maining afloat from the time their 
plane may have struck the water un- 
til the search by air and sea had got- 
ten under way on Monday. If the 
Dawn struck the water at night he 
believed it was probably wrecked and 
sunk immediately.

After a full day devoted to a sanity 
hearing made mandatory by the verdict 
of a week ago in Remus’ murder trial! 
for the slaying of his wife. Imogene— 
not guilty on the ground of insanity— 
Judge Lueders announced he wonld 


need some time to formulate his 


opinion. 
Remus Put an Stand, 

Remus himself was forced upon the 
witness stand so that the judge and 
three alienists who sat with him in 
advisory capacities might be better able 
to pass judgment. 

He followed there his aged mother. 
a tiny woman garbed in deep black, 
who testified in German that her son 
was “worth gold.” good to his parents 
and never had struck ber, as had been 
charged, 

Obviously straining for complete 
control of himself, Remus went deeply 
into self-analysis. 

At the outset he denied he had in- 
tended to shoot his wife when he 
whirled his automobile ahead of the 
taxicab in which she was riding 
through Eden park the morning of 
last October 6. 

“If I had expected to shoot I'd have 
had some one in the car who would 
have waited,” he asserted, 

Driver Deserted Remus. 

George Klug. drivewf the death car, 
ran away with the machine when 
Remus leaped ont and fired the fatal 
shot, Remus was picked up by Wil-

SAYS HICKMAN CUT BODY BEFORE CHILD DIED _ :: 


For Slayer, Says Cline

Bitterly assailing the effect of 
Autopsy Surgeon Fred Wagner's 
statement that Marian Parker died of 
heart failure and not of strangula- 
tion as Edward Hickman confessed. 
Letective Chief Herman Cline issued 
a° statement of hitherto withheld 
facts tonight declaring Hickman con- 
fessed to him that he began cutting 
Marian’s body with a pocket knife 
before the child was dead. 

Cline is the Los Angeles police of- 
ficer Hickman’'s 
fession on the prison special car that 
returned the 19-vear-old 
murderer to this city from 
yesterday to stand trial. 

“This the answer 
Wagner's theory that death was due 
to fright,” said Cline. 

“Hickman cut up 
while she was still alive. He 
that the bleed spurted on 
walls. The instrument he nsed 
begin what he called ‘dissecting’ 
a big pocket knife.

He covered the 675 miles from Mexi- 
co City, where he had hopped off at 
dawn, to Aurora airdome, five miles 
from Guatemala City, in 6 hours and 
o§ minutes, maintaining a speed of 
slightly less than 100 miles an hour. 

Thousands of Guatemalans cheered 
him wildly as he stepped from. the 
cockpit of the Spirit of St. Louis and 
walked to the stand where President 
Chacon presented him a gold medal. 

Lands at Airdrome. 

Lindbergh landed at Aurora mili- 

tary airdrome at 1:31 p. m., central 


‘standard time. He had been sighted a- 


few minutes earlier. The crowd, wait- 


ing in specially erected stands, gare 


a tremendous cheer when the Spirit 
of St. Louis first appeared in the 
northern sky. Again and again they 
cheered as Lindbergh ¢ircled the field 


and miade his usual graceful“and as 


pert landing. 

“Be welcome to this land of Guate- 
mala, whose people. exultantly pro- 
claim you as the harbinger of peace 
and progress,” said the president of 
the republic, pinning the gold medal 
on Lindbergh's breast. 

Then the band played American na- 
tional airs and a special march en- 
titled “Colonel Lindbergh,” written 
for the occasion by the Guatemalan 
composer, Larrazabal. 

Makes Safe Landing. 

Ten thousand persons swarmed on 
the field when Lindbergh’s plane was 
sighted, almost making a safe land- 
ing impossible. But Lindbergh, show- 
ing his usual. dexterity at the con- 
trols, found safe place in a corner 
of the air field. 


Besides President Lazaro Chacon, 
Lindbergh was greeted by Colonel 
Francisco Amado, on behaif of the 
army, and a committee from the avia- 
tion staff. 

Amado called Lindbergh “the Atlan- 
tic ambassador of the air” and the 
“greatest aviator of all time.” 

Everybody apparently was impelled 
with a desire to touch Lindbergh.

Benford is serving a life term at 
the state farm.
